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HOUSE OF PEERS, Joxe 25.

…_ At the moment when our well beloved Son, 
the Prince Royal of Sweden, is about to put 
himself at the head of our forces, by. sea and 
laud, in order to take poussession of the kmg- 


dom of Norway, we canuut refuse to our pa-, 


ternal heart the satisfaction of uimrce more 
opening the path ef peace and conciliation to 
our misled subjects, before the calatmnities iue= 
vitable from the entrance vf ‘an atined force 
confouud the innocent with the guilty. 

Euhabitants of Norway! Your political exis- 
tence has been irrevoeably decided by the 
£rcat results of the war, and sanctioned by 
the most sultemn treaties. A few factivus pere 
sons wlio would deceive your truth aud good 
faith, no longer have it iu their power tu ope 
pose obstacles to the estabfishinent in the 
Northuf a new order of Chings, wiich has 
been uoanimously guaranteed by all the pre- 
panderating Powers of Europe. 

“The incontestable rights of Sweden to -the 
union of Norway havesbeen too dearly pur. 
chased by the bloud and patriotic cflorts of
